Heavy oil doesn’t lubricate as well, 
and if the engine w orks h ard e r It 
is m ore likely to w ear. T hat, in 
turn, thins down the oil. In your 
case I would check for o verheat­ 
ing. The oil pum p m ay need over­ 
hauling, too. Check the tension of 
the oil p ressu re relief spring. Nor­ 
m al p ressu re drop m ay be due to 
w ear on the bearings. 
Q. R ecently I efilied the torque 
converter on m y car. L ater we 
found that the unit required m ore j 
oil. Do you think that this indi­ 
cated a leak? And how should I 
go about checking it? N. N. F J 
A. This w asn’t due to a leak. 
The engine should have been idling 
when you refilled the torque con­ 
verter. 
And 
the 
selector 
lever 
should have been in the “ p ark ­ 
ing" position. 
Q. Would advancing ignition tim ­ 
ing dam age the valves? 
G. N. 
A. Not directly. But if the en­ 
gine pinged a lot with a too ad 
vanced spark, and then overheated 
the valves m ight suffer. 
Q. Can lubricant from the tran s­ 
m ission get into the clutch hous- 
ing? K. W 
A. This often happens. It is som e­ 
tim es m istaken for oil leaking into 
the clutch houMng from the engine.
